‘Tue first in geograpliical order of the 
ports that gave a reduced revenue in 
the last quarter of 1890 was Chefoo, 
but though tlie collection was consider- 
ably less than in 1889, it was slightly 
larger than in 1888." ‘The falling-off 
was entirely in export duty, every other 
head of revenue showing an improve- 
ment. Imports were more than well 
maintained, cotton yarn increasing from 
18,000 to 29,000 piculs. Luxuries such 
as sugar and seaweed showed a very 
cousiderable advance. Iu many of the 
staple exports the decline was very 
marked, as the following extract from 
the table shows :—

Black tea fell from 
55,000 to 23,000 piculs, and black 


InKiukiang the collection was also below 
that of 1888, export duty being again 
the culprit, amounting as it did to only 
Ts. 72,000 against ‘Ils. 89,000 in 1889. 
Imports were fairly maintained in Kin- 
Kiang except in the case of grey shirt- 
ings; yarn rose from 4,600 to 7,800 
piculs. Except chinaware, all the prin- 
cipal exports showed a decline ;, hemp, 
paper, black, green, and brick, tea, and 
tobacco. The decline in that disap- 
poiuting port Wenchow was altogether 
in opium duty aud likin, ouly 21 piculs, 
having been imported in the quarter 
against 36 piculs in 1889. Otherwise 
the trade of Wéenchow was about up to

the average. The coilection at Foo- 
‘chow was not only markedly below that 
‘in 1889, but’ also considerably smaller 
than in 1888 ; the export duty in 1890 
| awounting only to 'Tls. 299,000 against 
‘Ns, 395,000 in 1889. ‘There was only 
a slight decline in the import of opium, 
and_a considerable increase in cotton 
goods, while imports generally, and most 
of the exports, were up to the average. 
Black tea, however, declined from Pls, 
149,000 in 1889 to Pls. 106,000 in 
1890, and this alone accounts for the 
deficiency in the collection. The de- 
ficiency in-'Tamsui was only trifling, 
and it occurred in the export duty, a 
small advance being shown under every 
other head of revenue. ‘The staple ex- 
ports of ‘amsui are coal and tea ; 7,000 
tons ofthe former were exported in 
1890 against 11,000 tons in 1889, and 
Pls. 24,000 of oolong against Pls. 
27,000 in the previous year. The 
revenue of Amoy appears to be con 
tinuously declining. For the last. quarter 
of the year it was/I'ls. 283,000 in 1890, 
‘Ns. 301,000 in 1889, and Ts. 338,000 
in 1888, he decline in 1890 was, in 
export duty and opium duty and 
likin, Imports were fairly well main- 
tained, that of opium only showing a 
slight decline, while Indian yarn rose 
from Pls. 12,000 to Pls. 15,000. In 
the principal exports there was a decline 
which we should have expected to affect 
the collection more seriously than it 
did, for sugar fell from Pls. 52,000 to 
Pls, 22,000, aud tea from Pls. 68,000 
to Pls. 22,400, the smallest export for 
the quarter for some time. Of these 
quantities of tea, Pls. 12,000 in 1890 
were re-exports, against Pls. 52,000 in 
the previous year. At Canton the 
collection, though so much smaller than 
that in 1889, was larger than that in 
1888. The falling-off in 1890 was 
universal ; but export duty was. the 
principal culprit, the reveme under 
that head being Tis. 225,000 in 1889, 
and Tls, 178,000 in. 1890. The imports 
of piece-goods into Canton were gene- 
rally befow those in the previous year, 
but yarn recovered nearly to the figures 
of 1887, the table showing an import of 
Pls. 29,000 in that year, 18,000 in 1888 
and 1889, and 27,000 in 1890. The 
chief feature in the imports into Canton 
was the advance in rice and paddy from 
Pls. 563,000 in 1889 to Pls. 1,215,000 
in 1890. ‘The export of canes, fans, 
matting, sugar, and prepared tobacco 
showed an advance; but cassia fell from 
i Pls. 8,400. to Pls, 1,800; raw silk from

Pls. 5,700 to Pls. 2,400; and black tea 
from Pls. 27,000 to Pls. 22,000. Sixty- 
six transit passes were issued to cover 
gonds conveyed to the interior in 1890, 
agaiust none in the three previous years, 
over Pls. 9,000 of yarn being sent in 
under them. ‘The slight decline in the 
revenue at Kiungchow was entirely 
due to the falling-off in the import of 
opium, the other heads of revenue all 
showing au advance. Imports generally 
were fully maintained, yarn rising 
from Pls. 2,900 to Pls. 4,800; exports 
also were up to the average, though pigs 
are in much shorter supply than they 
used to be. In 1888 26,400 pigs were 
exported, against under 6,000 in 1890; 
but eggs are recovering; 2,748,400 
having been shipped in 1890 against 
1,923,000 in the previous year. Of the 
ten bad ports there remains only Pakhoi; 
where the collection, though under that 
in 1889, was above that in 1888. 
Opium duty aud likin were responsible 
here too. ‘fhe import of cotton and 
woollen piece-goods showed a decline, 
but yarn rose from Pls, 25,000 to Pls. 
33,000, and foreign and native sun- 
dries were well maintained. Exports 
generally were hardly up to the average, 
and tin fell from Pls, 2,000 to Pls. 37, 
the competition of the new Tougking 
route being herein evident. Tweuty- 
nine transit passes were issued at Pakhoi 
in the last quarter of 1890, against 15 
in 1889, the only goods they were used 
for being inatches and kerosene oil.

reception of distinguished visitors, than 
in a semi-foreign house, 

We are requested to mention that 
the Council decided at their meeting 
on Tuesday to communicate with the 
Acting Russian Consul, and offer to 
arrange for a courteous reception being 
accorded, on behalf of the foreign re: 
sidents, to the Imperial Party, should 
they elect to land and visit the Settle- 
ments. This is the least the Council 
could do on the occasion of the arrival 
at Shanghai of so distinguished a visitor, 
and we trust that the offer will be 
accepted. We presume that it would 
be arranged in this case to decorate the 
route by which H.LH. will pass on his 
way to the ‘Tien How Kung, and we 
can ask him to be preseut at a public 
tiffin or dinner, aud see a procession of 
the Fire Brigade. It is understood 
that he would not accept ball, Mr. 
Carl Bock, the Acting Consul for Rus- 
sia, has done everything in his power 
to prepare the way for the reception of 
His Imperial Highness; but he has 
been hampered by the fact that there 
are no Russian subjects resident in 
Shanghai who might have taken the 
initiative, aud the Council have not seen 
their way to sending au invitation before. 
Whatever courtesies our distinguished 
visitor will accept we ate all most ready 
to offer to him and his brother and 
their suite; and we hope it will be in 
their power aud inclination to accept the 
offer made by the Council through 
Mr. Carl Bock. ''here is a double tie 
between the Russian Imperial family 
aud our own Royal family ; many of us 
have favourable recollections of the 
Czarevitch’s uncle, the Grand Duke 
Alexis, and we should only be too glad 
to make the néphew’s visit here as 
pleasant as the uncle's was. 











THE AUDIENCE A'T PEKING.

‘tym Audience that was anounced as 
having actually taken place on Tuesday, 
was postponed at the last moment for 
two days, and the Foreign Ministers 
were received by the Emperor yesterday. 
"Whe reception was held after all in the 
ve Kuang Ko, the ‘Tsungli Yamén 
having succeeded in convincing the 
Ministers, no doubt with such argu- 
ments as we mentioved on 26th ultimo, 
that there was nothing derogatory to 
their dignity in their being received 
where the previous audience was held, 
and having made some other concessicus 
in compensation. ‘The Yamén had 
wished to follow the last precedent 


exactly, to receive all the Ministers 
together, and to have a table between 
the Ministers and the Emperor, on which 
the Envoys were to deposit their creden- 
tials. On the representation of the 
Ministers the Yamén consented that 
they should be separately received, and 
that the table should be absent ; small 
matters of this kind are very important 
in such functions. ‘The Ministers were 
presented to the Emperor singly by 
Prince Ch‘ing, President of the ‘Tsungli 
Yaméu, who acted as Introducer of 
Aubassadors, and each Minister in turn 
handed his Letter to the Prince, who 
resented it to the Ewperor, who placed 
itonatable. Although the Ministers 
were presented singly, the Charge 
affaires were presented together. 
Mr. P. Popoff, First Interpreter of the 
Russian ‘vege ion, the doyen of the 
interpretorial body at Peking, acted as 
interpreter. The Ministers, we learn, 
are perfectly satisfied with their recep- 
tion, and with the attitude of the 
Yaméo and all who took part in the 
ceremony, and it may be concluded that 
a decided step towards the improvement 
of the relations between the Court and 
Foreign Powers has been taken by the 
young Emperor. 











THE FARMERS’ ALLIANCES IN 
THE STATES. 
6th March. 

Iv estimating the strength and the 
future course of Awerican parties, and 
forecasting economic legislation in the 
United States, a new factor has to be 
considered, whose importance is hardly 
yet appreciated. ‘lhe Americau farmer, 
by means of his organisations, is becom- 
ing a great force iu American politics. 
Until recently the manufacturing and 
trading aud professional classes in the 
Eastern and Central States controlled 
the ee of the country. ‘I'he farmer 
stuck to the party in which he was 
born, took ouly the newspaper of his 
party, and voted squarely with his party 
without regard to the person for whom 
he was voting. He owned his land as 
a rule, worked hard, and made a fair 
if a rongh living out of it. But of 
late years the farmer has begun to stir. 
Farming does not pay as it did. In 
New England hundreds of farms have 
been given up altogether, and thousands 
of actes are going entirely out of culti- 
vation. Like the rest of the world the 
farmer has developed new wants that 
his farm cannot immediately supply ; 
aud for every luxury of this kind the 
Frctectioni tariff dear to the Eastern 
tates obliges him to pay two prices, 
while it has hitherto done nothing for 
the staples that he produces. Russia 
and Ti, silver countries, com 
successfully with him in the English 
market. He has had to mor his 
farm at a high rate of interest, until in 
the case of a large proportion of the 
farmers in the Union it is no longer 
true that the land belongs to the 
cultivator ; all he owns now is the equity 












of redemption. Congress, as far as he can 





see, has done nothing for him ; it chiefly 
amuses itself in his view with making 
the necessaries and amenities of life 
dearer to him, in order to enrich the 
manufacturers aud the members of the 
bated ‘Trusts. He has begun to see 
that if he would be helped he must help 
himself, and he is doing it vigorously 
by the means of Farmers’ Alliances. 

f these there is the National 
Farmers’ Alliance and Industrial Union, 
a secret society with headquarters at 
Washingtov, D.C., which extends over 
thirty-five States, thongh its main 
strength is in the South, and has nearly 
two million members. ‘here is the 
Northern Alliance whose headquarters 
are at Moulton, Iowa, which is strongest 
in the middle, north-western and western 
States, and which numbers over a 
million members. It is estimated,indeed, 
that these two organisations together 
comprise four millions of electors, while 
the total number of voters at the last 
Presidential election was only eleven 
millions. And there are several smaller 
organisations which have also to be 
with; the old-established. 
Grauge, the Farmers’ League, the 
Farmers’ Mutual Benefit Association, 
and the Citizens’ Alliance, the last of 
which embraces in its sheltering arms 
farmers, farm-labourers, artisans, and 
men of almost all other classes, and is 
spreading like wildfire over the West. 
"his organisation advocates the forma- 
tion of a third political party, distinct 
from the Democrats and the Republicans. 
One advantage this offers, that the 
balance of power will uo longer lie with 
the Irish vote, and the leaders of the 
two old parties will not have to make 
their platforms to please the lowest 
aud least responsible class of voters. 
One thing the Farmers’ Alliances seem 
to be determined on, and their deter- 
mination is sound ; the reduction of the 
present one-sided tariff. It has taken 
many years anc an untiring propaganda 
to show them how they’ were being 
bamboozled by the manufacturers of 
New England and Penusylvania. Their 
fathers swore by Horace Greeley aud 
the New York Tribune, the most ram- 
pantly Protectionist paper in the States ; 
and they continued to take their political 
guidance from the Tribune, long after 
it had lost all the influence of Horace 
Greeley’s personal purity aud patriotism. 
But if they are sound on the tariff, they 
are terribly wusound on finance, During 
the discussion on the last SilverBill last 
year, the Nation suggested that it was 
just as reasonable for the State to buy 
up all the corn produced in the country 
and issue certificates against it, as the 
silver. The Farmers’ Alliances have 
taken up the idea in sober earnest, 
and they demand that the government 
shall lend them wulimi sums of 
money on their farm produce and real 
estate at an interest not exceeding two 
per cent. per annum. So they will be 
able to sell their crops aud pay off the 
m that are crushing them. The 
demand is embodied in a measure known 
as the Sub-Treasury Bill, introduced in 
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the last session of Con; When- 
ever a hundred citizens in any county 
petition the Secretary of the ‘I'reasury, 
aud satisfy him that the grain, cot- 
ton, aud tobacco sold in the county 
during the two preceding years ex- 
ceeded the annual value of half a 
million dollars, he is to appoint a 
Sub-Treasury in that county. ‘To this 
Sub-Treasury and its store-houses the 
farmers are to be allowed to bring 
their products for deposit for any time 
not exceeding one year, receiving in 
return legal tender notes for 80 per 
cent, of the value, on which they are 
only to pay one per cent. interest. If 
the produce is still on deposit at the 
end of the year, the Sub-‘'reasury may 
sell it by auction, handing the balance, 
Jess expenses, to the depositor. Mean- 
while the farmer gets relief at a mode- 
rate cost, and is not obliged to force 
off his produce at any price for the 
sole benefit of the speculator; and 
the currency will be temporarily en- 
larged to the extent of the amount 
advanced. So convinced are the Alliances 
of the necessity of the enlargement of 
the currency, that they are demanding 
a speedy increase in the circulating 
medium up to $50 per head of the 
population, It is to this end that they 
demand the free coinage of silver, a 
measure which would bring the currency 
of the United States down to the basis 
of a silver monometallism. ‘here will 
be no more chance of bimetallism in 
Europe if this is done. If free coinage 
is restricted, as proposed, to silver pro- 
duced in the States, we might see a 
difference in value of 10 or 15 or even 
20 per ceut. between American aud 
other silver. ‘This must lead to finan- 
cial disaster before long, and already 
Europeans who are making large loans 
on mortgage or otherwise to the United 
States are stipulating for repayment 
in gold. 'The Sub-'lreasury scheme 
and free coinage of silver are not, how- 
ever, the only aims of the Farmers’ 
Alliances. _ ‘hey will get more general 
sympathy in their demands for the 
reduction of the tariff, the abolition of 
‘Trusts aud monopolies, the probi 
of gambling in “futures” or “ options,” 
government ownership and control of 
the railways and telegraphs, and a 
reduction in the general cost of govern- 
ment. ‘Their views are crude at present, 
but if they decide to work together and 
sink miuor differences, their power is 
irresistible, and the Presidential election 
next year will be a very interesting 
struggle.

‘Tue fact that it was uot known until six 
days'had elaysed that the Duke of Bedford 
shot himself, and that an inquest was held 
over his remains, exercises the home 

very considerably. ‘The remarkable thing, 
of course, is that the secret could be kept 
20 long, and itis alco really remarkable that 
the family even of one of the richest men in 
England could get @ coroner and his as 





sistants to omit the usual notices, and 
persuade the police to forget to inform 
the reporters. The following extract from 
the St. James's shows the geueral opivion 
on the matter :— 

If the relatives and friends of the late Duke 
of Bedford and their legal advisers bad pur- 
posely set themselves to ereate unnecessary 
suspicion, they would have acted just as they 
did act. “It was a painful thing, no do bt, 
that the late Duke should have kilied himself, 
whether he did it in the full possession of his 
mental faculties or in a fit of temporary in- 
sanity. But, being a fact, it had to be faced 
and could not be concealed. By trying to 
conceal it, probably from tenderness to the 
dead man’s memory, his friends have given an 
‘opportunity to the scandal-mongers. Evident- 
ly they did try to conceal it. “True, that an 
inquest was held; but how was it held? 
‘Technically, no doubt, the ings were 
open to the public; ‘practically, they were 
private. the public was eertainly left 
under the false impression that the late Duke 
died by natural causes: in the Times' obituary 
notice the very disease was mentioned. To 
add to the mystery which has been thrown 
around the sad event, the body was cremated, 
and cremated very soon after death had ac- 
curred. 

We do not blame the coroner for refusing 
to give information to representatives of the 
press. That. is no part of his duties :—we 
tay go further, and say that to do so would 
have been a breach of professional etiquette. 
But it is stated that the tisual conrse is for 
the corouer to give information to the police. 
Why was the usual procedure disregarded in 
this case? Now that Parliament is reas- 
sembled, we shall be glad to learn, from an 
authoritative reply to a direct ‘question, 
whether such procedure is not merely ust 
but actually required. by law. And if 
not required by law, it ought at once to be 
m de so. Not even for the sake of a Duke's 
memory, still less to spare the feelings of a 
Aucal family, will the nation permit any de- 
parture from the rules of law, or waive that 
publicity which, though it’ may often be 
abused, is yet the one great safeguard of 
public justice. Let it be remembered that, 
up to this moming at least, we have no 
authoritative statement that any inquest has 
been held at all. 

The watter was brought up in Parlia- 
ment on the 23rd of January, and we take 
the following report of the questions asked 
aud Mr. Matthews’ auswers from the Daily 
News 

Mr. Cobb asked the Home Secretary whe- 
ther it was truly stated in the London press 
that a coroner's inquiry was held relating to 
the death of the late Duke of Bedford ; whe- 



































ther it was the custum to give notice to the 
Police of the holding of a coroner's inquiry. 
and if such notice was given in this case ; and 


whether it was the custom to make out a list 
of the inquesta which were about to be held, 
to allow the representatives of the press to 
inspect such list at the coroner's office, and 
whether the case of the Duke of Bedford was 
omitted from any such list, although other 
cases were included in it. He farther asked 
whether the Home Office would obtain full 
information from the coroner as to the causes 
which had led to this case being treated 
differently from ordinary cases, and as to the 
secret nature of the inquiry. 

‘Mr. Morton asked whether the coroner was 
in his legal right in conducting the inquest in 
private, and whether the right hon. gentle- 
man would consider the desirability of mak- 
ing such procedure illegal in future, in view 
of the practice of cremation, which destroyed 
the evidence of the cause of death. 

Mr. Matthews—Iam informed by the coron- 
er that the inquest was held, that notice was 
given to the police, and that an inspector of 

‘ice was present. _1t is customary, 
Tot obligatory, for the coroner to place » list 
of inquests, not always a complets list, in his 
outer office. ‘The corover gave no directions 
to omit the case of the Duke of Bedford from 
this list, and as a matter of fact the case was 
included. ‘There was no difference whatever 
made in the usual practice in this particular

I called out, and when [heard them 
crying out I went to help them. I pulled the 
thateb off and got. thent out. "My sister then 
went across the field in the direction of Mr. 
Mount’s house, and I followed, carrying 
my little brother. Mrs. Mount took u: in, 
and put us to bed. I knew what bad hap: 
ened. |The water and the earth had come 

wn and swept, the house away. It was 
raining hard at the tine, ‘The house was all 
broken up. My father, mother, and the bal 
also slept in the house, but I did not call 
out for them ; I did not’seem to think about 
that. I hud’ to my little brother the 
whole of the way, and lift him over the fence 
and the wattles.”

H. E. Liu Ming-chuan, after conside- 
rable display of contumacy and indifference 
to northern instructions, has at last been 
compelled, through a peremptory edict, to 
abolish the recent camphor monopoly. "In 
the same proclamation, however, in which 
he pretends to render obedience to the 
imperial commands, he devises and pro: 
claims with unbounded boldness and some 
cleverness substitute-regulations that not 
only in effect reimposo the principles of 
the late monopoly, as well as his scheme for 
forcing camplior aloug defined paths, but 
as though to accentuate the more his con- 
tempt for, and defiauce of, Crown, yamén, 
and foreign Ministers, the ordinances now 
eo surpass auything that even 

.E. has hitherto d both by thei 
ilegaitios and tho crashing severity oftheit 
restrictions on trade, Before going further 
T will quote the proclamation, which I maj 
rewark has ouly been obtained through 
foreigners who proceeded to the districts 
ad there copied it, The Taotai, on being 
revivusly applied to by the Consuls 
Information on the subject, curtly roj 
that this was @ matter sulely concerning 
Chinese and that therefore he had nothing 
to say about it. Tho document in ques- 
tion runs as follows 


‘The Governor Liu Ming-chuan 7 
ceived a joint petition from Chén Ting-kuei, 
and others engaged in producing eamphor 
in North Formosa, which petition is to the 
following effect :—"* Your petitioners in for- 
mer years opened up clearings on the bill 
regions of North Formosa, earning their 
livelihood from the sublimation of camphor 
extracted from the trees growing there. 
In horney aise however, of the murderous 
‘attacks that used to be made on all sides by 
the aborigines, it was found impossible, 
after 1882, to open up any fresh country, 
‘and nota particle of camphor was produced. 

“YourExcellency, on taking up your post, 
as Governor, took measures to reduce the 
aborigines to subjection, and the protection 
afforded by troops posted at all important 
points enabled your peti 0 
to penetrate the hill country, open up new 
clearings, and there sublime camphor. 
Although they got within the savage 
borders, and had actually forced their way 
about twenty miles in, they felt no fear as 
they now had something to depend on, 
and could trust entirely and securely to 
the preserce of the soldiery, stationed at 
the several importaut: posts aforesaid, for 
their defence from all danger and mishap. 
In following years these camphor producers 
became fairly prosperous, and although 
they paid a certain sum per picul on their 
produce, which went towards defraying the 
Expenses of their defence, thought; them- 
selves very fortunate to be able to obtain, 
by 80 insignificant a payment, a means of 


1a baiateneo which they hoped would prove 
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lasting. Your petitioners now suddenly 
hear that the bureau has issued instructions 
to withdraw all the troops stationed on the 
frontiers in consequence of the inadequacy 
of the reventw to covér the expenditure. 
On learning this news our dismay was gen- 
eval for, if itis true, the savages will at once 
commence the'r murderous attacks as form- 
erly, aud not only will the camphor workers 
be dispersed, their establishments destroy- 
ed and xbauloned, but even the cultivated 
land on the hills will revert to its former 
unreclaimed condition, and the consequence 
ts the people’s property will uot bear 
thinking of! Your petitioners therefore, 
having carefully considered the matter, 
venture to entrent that, supposing it ix 
nut expedient tu levy a tax per picul on 
ermphor, to be paid to the bureau in aid 
of defence expenditure, that they may be 
nt least permitted to pay this on the stills, 
and your petitioners are quite willing’ to 
pay a monthly tax of 80 dellar cents for

producers themselves, forbidding the di 
trict officials to concern themselves either 
with the price or the amount of drug sold. 
An ofice is to be constituted for tl 
pression of wrong-doers and inspect 
atilla, which would leey a tax according to 
the number of stills worked, the proceeds 
of which are to go towards defraying de- 
fence expenses. “Should any evil-disposed 
persons unlawfully cut down camphor trees, 
illicitly sublime camphor, refuse or delay 
Payment of the tax, the officials would 
enquire into the matter, and if found 
necessary close the establishment and pun- 
ish the offenders, Besides ordering the 
inspecting officers, appointed for the 
northern and central districts of the 
Island, to act in accordance with the 
foregoing instructions, the Goveruor now 
issues this proclamation setting forth a 
copy of the new rules, and calls upon the 
cunphor producers and others to conform 
atrictly to the same.

of the case. If any distillers wish to borrow 
capital to carry on business, on the pro- 
duction of trustworthy sureties, the Board 















































accept advances from merchants, as, by 80 
refraining, they will avoid giving’ these 
merchants the hold over them they would 
otherwise get, as well as the pressure such 
creditors would put on them, On the other 
hand the merchant himself will be saved 
the risk and annoyance of being cheated. 
Any unlawful felling of camphor trees, and 
setting up illicit stills, will on detection be 
punished by the immediate closure and 
destruction of such distillery, while the 
chief of the latter will, in addition, be 
most severely dealt with. 

‘The inception of the above scheme and 
proclamation is at least adroit, and might 
be called even clever if some glaring incon- 
tencies and palpable absurditiés had been 

led. On the faco of it the “peti- 




















tion ” on which the proclamation pretends 








to be based, is evidently yamén-bogatten, 
and, a¢ 4 fact, neither the peuple in the 
main camphor districts nor the drug- 
producers know anything ubuut it. No- 
thing would give more satisfiction in these 
regious than the total withdrawal of troops, 
as so far frum being.a protection they serve 
by their presence alone, though perhaps 
as much by their outrageous acts, tu draw 
aboriginal ons'aught before which they 
invariably flee! Oue would have thought, 
in view of the notorions facts of the case, 
HLE, would have hesitated befuré he again 
alluded to his conquest of thé savages. 
Not only have these people not been 











subjected, but they actually now hold 
command of territory that, prior to the 
vaunted establishment of garrisons, was 
most certainly considered, snd occupied, 
as being without the old ‘aboriginal fron: 
tier. 


As to the ‘twenty miles” of inroad 
eon of as having been accomplished 
by H.E.’s martial operations, this, after 
ailowing for much exaggeration, ‘means 
the further distance from which the people 
have, by their own exertions, assiated 
by the intermediary offices of the mixed 
and semi-ci xd “tribes, been able to 
barter permission to cut or obtain trees, 
One great drawback to the progress of this 
peaceful advance is the meddling aud 
troublesome presence of the soldiery. The 
camphor forests of Formosa are practically 
inexhaustible, but withcut savage leave, aud 
oven aid, scarcely a tree ovuld be got at, 

It therefore does seem extraurdinary 
that, kuowing all these facts, as of course 
ELE. does, he should speak of hill regions 
being opened up Ly Government troops, 
aud the camphor trees thereon as the pro- 
perty of Government. The object, if not 
the wisdom of aule 5, is, of course, to 
enable the officials to yet access to the 
camphor, sooner than it enn pass irito other 
hands, Foreign merchants, through their 
native agents, would have no dificult, 
penetrating to the furthest * distillery”, 
but not so any oftic or one suspected of 
being in their employ. Again, it will be 
observed Lokkong is omitted from the list 
of available outlets. This is the port from 
which H.E.’s steamers have, during the 
last year, been regularly carrying away 
camphor, the trausfer of which latter, under 
the late monopoly, has been secured to the 
Governor ; and while others, less favoured, 
are to be forced togoto out-of-the-way places 
to obtain any drug that might, after uver= 
coming the great disndvantages of trans,ort, 
peg thither, uo doubt H.E. hopes to 

able to step iv und get all he wants 
for immediate shipment through Lokkong 
and other more convenient coast ports, 
barred to those who have not previously 
purchased at the specified and designedly 
inconvenient marts. When H.E. previously 
proposed to have restricted lines of tr 
port and markets, I pointed out the obvious 
object and effect of such a regulation.

SHANTUNG BRICKS. 

Chang Yao brings forward a request made 
through the Finance Commissioner by the 
Liu-ching District Magistrate to the effect 
‘that he be not called upon to deliver the 
number of bricks which in accordance with 
the regulations he ought to deliver. It 
appears that at various times during the 
last twenty years his predecessors were 
instructed to furnish quantities of bricks 
amounting in all to some 991,603 pieces. 
These orders were duly executed and the 
bricks stored in a yard yeuding their trans- 
mission to the capital.

REWARDS TO VIRTUOUS WOMEN. 

Iw 1858, Liuchou, a city in Kuangsi 
fell into the hands of rebels ; a great num- 
ber of its inhabitants died in its defence or 
preferring: death to dishonour committed 
suicide rather than submit totheconquerors. 
Nor did the men alone show. forth their 
bravery in this respect ; their example was 
largely followed by the women. When the 
city was recaptured orders were issued that 
a list be prepared of all those who had 
suffered in order that some steps might be 
taken te commemorate their self-sacrifice. 
At the time when these orders were issued 
everybody's attention was concentrated 
on suppressing the rebellion, and it was 
not easy 'to give effect thereto. When 
peace was restored instructions however 
were again given that enquiry should be 
made from time to time as originally 
directed. Ma Pi-yao, the Governor of 
Kuangsi, accordingly submits « list drawn 
up by the Mah‘ing District Magistrate of 
the names of thirty-four women who died 
in those troublous times and thus preserved 
their honour. Memorialist thinks that the 
meniory of these women is worthy of all 
honour and would suggest that the Board 
be instructed to prepare a posthumous 
testimonial of merit commemorative of 
their action, ‘Thus will their pure souls be 
set at rest and others be encouraged to 
follow in their footsteps. —Request granted : 
Let the Board of Rites take note.

POSTHUMOUS. HONOURS TO A LATE 
FINANCIAL COMMISSIONER. 

‘The Governor of Kiangsi submits a peti- 
tion from a number of the gentry and 
scholars within his jurisdiction in which 
they pray for permission to erect a temple 
in his native place to the memory of Wa 
Kun-hsiu and ask that tablets may be 
placed in the same building to thove officers 
and soldiers who fell fighting under his 
command, The deceased entered the 
service ay a subaltern in the your 1851 
and very soon attracted the attention of 
"Taéng Kuo-fan who received great assistance 
from him in raising « naval force upon the 
Yangtze and in collecting contributions 
to* carry on the campaign against the 
rebels. After recovering the capital of 
Hupah’ he inflicted a great defeat upon 
the Taipings at Tienchiachén, and in 
1853 when the Imperial forces’ were un- 
successful at Kiukiang, he was sent b; 
‘fstng Kuo-fan to take supreme commaui 
of the naval force locked up on the Poyang 
Lake. After a most successful campai 
against the rebels in which he succeeded 
in recapturing a large number of important 
towns he was promoted for his services to 
be Intendant of the Nanshaolien Circuit in 
Kuangtung but was, for some reason which 
is not stated, degraded before he entered 
upon the duties of the post. After a further 
period of military service he was appointed 
Taotai at Wuhu ‘in 1865, and rose in a few 
years to be Financial Commissioner of 
‘Anbui which post he held till his death at 














Jil age of 67 in the year 1871. A templ 
has already ‘been erected to his inemory’ 
Anhui, and as hé was mainly instrawental , 
in rescuing his native province of Kiangsu 
from the rebels, a similar honour should, it ; 
is felt, be paid to’ him by the inhabitants !

Railway ; that the Tuotai proposes to furni 
a guard of honour to escort His Imperial 
Highness on the ovcasion of his return. visit 
to the Viceroy as well as on the occasion of 
his proceeding to « banquet to be given by 
His Excelleucy ; and that the Taotai requests 
that the Cow will instruct the Police to

‘They require to 
be kept in mind in studying the play frome 
which we are about to read. 

‘As You Like It is an interesting play 
to study, because it is one of those of whicl 
we have the direct source. It was modelled, 
-as you are all aware, on a novel entitled 
‘Rosalynde’ by Thomas Lodge, published 
in 1890, some 10 years before the play. 
A comparison of this novel with the play 
enables us to get, as it were, a glimpse of 
tho great artist at work. His method, as 
regards plot, when writing froma novel, (he 
generally of course wrote from another play) 
appears to havebeen verysimple. Hefollows 
his model almost exactly. In this case he 
takes the story, creates and adde to it 
three new characters, re-ereating, and for 
the most part re-christening, all the oxiating 
ones ; only altering the plot when some 
necessity Of his original characters requires 
it, and now and again changing a motive. 
Ou the whole ‘he shows very little 
inclination to depart from the lines 
laid down by his predecessor. As You 
Like It is so familiar to every one that 
it would be mere waste of time for 
me to describe in detail the plot. The 
scene is laid in France in the province of 
Bordeaux iu the days of the old Duke- 
doms. The forest of Arden is supposed to be 
in French Flanders, but the Forest of Arden 
described is the Forest of Arden in the pur- 
Tieus of which tradition asserts that Shakes- 
peare was caught deer-stealing as a youth. 
However, the Arden to be thought of is in 
France. There is little incident and scarcely 
any action in the play. The only people with. 
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any energy, the only people who do any- 
thing, are the two villoine, Duke Frederick 
and Oliver. The rest only contemplate, talk, 
flirt, chaff and in general fleet the’ time 
carelessly. 

‘The characters fall naturally into groups. 
A studied arrangement of contrasts is 
aervable. Duke Seniorand Duke Frederick 
form the first group. They stand out in con- 
trast to one another. Duke Frederick has 
the temper of the autocrat. His moods are 
dark, his jealousy fierce, he is ‘‘oudden 
quick in quarrel,” his’ anger is terrible. 

juke Senior is the reverse of all this. He 
isa tame sort of man, After listening to 
his speeches, one can easily understand 
how it came about that his more ener- 
getic and vigorous brother was able to 
oust and banish him. There is nothing 
of fight, of resistance about the man. 
There is no talk of getting back his 
Dukedom, He will not risk bis safety for 
his honour, He will comfort himself by the 
reflection that he is secure from the perils 
of the envious Court, He will make the 
best of a bad job, aud translate the stubborn- 
neas of fortune into a quiet and a sweet 
atyle, Anything for a quiet time is his motto. 
Orlando ‘and Oliver stand over one an- 
other in the same way. Orlando, the hero, 
magnanimous, gentle, shines by comparison 
with Oliver the traitor, mean, scheming, 
unscrupulous. Rosalind, clever, high-spi- 
ited, impulsive, adventurous, shines by con- 
trast with the quiet, affectionate, admirivg, 
more commonplace Celia. Phoebe and 
Audrey, Gorin and Silvius form a second- 
ary group serving to throw into relief the 
principal characters, aud to contrast rustic 

implicity with the ways and manners of 
court life, Last but not least, Jaques and 
‘Touchstone serve as foils to one another. 
Jaques the would-be philosopher stands 
contrasted with Touchstone the natural w 
One word about Touchstone ; it has been 
objected that we have left him out of 
our reading to-night. A reading from As 
You Like Yt without Touchstone at. Brat 
sight sounds ridiculous, but of course it 

impossible to read the whole play. It 
was necessary that something should be 
cut, It was only after much deliberation 
that this character, perhaps Shakespear: 
dest fool, had to be omitted. No one regrets 
the omission more than did those who 
felt compelled to decide to make it. I 
should have liked Phoebe and Silvius and 
Audrey too, but I could not gratily my 
wish, 
_ Jaques is of course the most interest- 
ing character in the play. ‘There has 
been much controversy over him. Hallam 
read in Jaques’ melancholy the beginnings 
of that dark cloud which passed over 
Shakespeare's own mind about this time.

In his view the world is but a stage; 
life “is not real; men and women are 
merely actors; there is no such thing as 
sineerity ; mere oblivion euds the furce. 
‘This ia not Shakespeare's view. In Act II, 
Sc. 7, alight is flashed upon the character of 
Jaques. * Thou hast been a libertine,” says 
the Duke. We now seein his true colours 
this make-believe philosopher, this prosy 
moraliat, this reformer who would cleanse 
‘the foul’ body of the infected world. We 
now understand his moody melancholy, his 
unrest, his biting humour, his dissatisfac- 
tion with the world. When a man has 
‘spoiled his own life he is apt to turn and in 
the immortal words of Porson, “damn 
the general scheme of things.” 


























Intheend Shakespeare disposesof him with 
wonderful tact. Jaques slinks away from the 
wedding festivities. For him it is too bitter 
to “look into happiness through othe 
men’s eyes.” He feels he will be but a 
wet blanket. He has the senso to go away. 

However a disquisition upon Jaques 
would be more suited to a paper to be 
followed by discussion. I will weary 
you no longer with idle talking but briefly 
take my leave. The reading to-night 
begins at the point where Rosalind is 
obliged to confess that she has fallen in 
love with Orlando. You remember they 
saw each other first at the wrestling and 
how they loved at first aight. You re- 
member how Oliver's scheme to have 
Orlando killed by the wrestler failed. How 
that, instead of being killed, he kills, And 
how upon the head of that, Oliver would 
have burnt the house over Orlando's head, 
had not Adam overheard the nefarious 
design and communicated it to Orlando, 
and finally how these two Ay to the Foi 
of Arden.

SATURDAY’S PAPER HUNT. 


The last paper hunt of the season took 
place on Saturday. The weather was fine 
but owing to the last day’s rain the ground 
was very heavy, and consequently the pace 
at the beginning of the hunt was not very 
fast. The start was near Mr. Short’s house 
on the back Bubbling Well Road, and at 
the time advertised, viz., 3.30, about 20 or 
25 riders started.

A double jump wasalso in the 
Tine, and as it was not very easy to see 
until quite near to it a lot of riders came 
to grief, though fortunately without any 
serious accident. Coming abreast of Joss- 
field the foxes turned towards the Soochow 
Creek and crossed it near the Jats House, 
through the bed of the creek. Then atter 
crossing the Jessfield road, the hunt went 
to the right over one or two good water- 
jumps, after which the run home began at 
‘good pace. The finish was over Galles” 
grave close to, the Josshouse behind Bub- 

ing Well. The first in sight was Mr. 
Crawford on Venture, from 5 to 10 yards 
ahead of Mr, Midwood on Irkdale, and Mr. 
Read on Kingeraft. Mr. Crawford fell at 
the last jump and so did Mr. Midwood, 
but the latter getting up quickly secured 
first place by leading his pony between the 
flags, closely followed by Mr. Read. Mr. 
Crawford finished third, Mr. Reuny was 
fourth, Mr. Crosthwaite fifth, Mr. Reynell 
sixth and Mr. Fisher seventh, the latter 
just one too late to secure the heavy weight 
prize. The general opinion was that the hunt 
was one of the very best given this season. 
In one respect it was quite a novelty, as it 
is perhaps only once in thirty or forty 
years that riders have an opportunity of 
riding through, the bed of the Soochow 
Creek, it being on Saturday in some parts 
quite ‘dry owing to the present operations 
for deepening and widening it.

For theinformation of your readers it is 
desirable that the true facts of the case 
should be known, the account given by 
your correspondent being 80 erroneous as 
to suggest a desire to stir up ill-feeling.

The Chinese have few holidays. Our 
weekly rest is unknown to them, Sunday 
res the fate of Saturday. ‘The natives 
of the Flowery Land might almost adopt 
Thowas Hood's werds, * work, work, work ; 
my labour never flags.” In Kngland I often 
heart much about the absolute necessity of 
a Sabbath. In sermons and speeches we 
were told that uo nation uor class prosper- 
ed without ite due observance, alarm 
cases of physical prostration ‘and 
m decay were named as 
against profanations of the sscre 
What a pity it is to exaggerate ! Surel 
real value of Sunday way be vindicated 
without advancing statements which a brief 
residence abroad disproves. A busier, 
healthier hive of human bees than those in 
China it would be difficult to find, and yet 
they do not ubserve the fourth Command- 
ment. Atthenew year, however, they tuke 
atolerably long furlough. The cessation 
from toil extends from three days to a 
whole week, I suppose that the idea is 
something like this ;—we don’t often play, 
but when we do, we will have our fill of it. 

Shanghai is always a lively place, Ite 
roads and streets often remind one of 
London. The tide of life ebbs and flows 
through every thoroughfare. But on new 
year’s day the natives come vut in full force, 
Figures arrayed in blue, the uational colour, 
move about anywhere. Mandarins and per- 
sons of position and wealth are gorgeously 
apparalled. They disport themselves in 
satins, silks, and furs splendid enough 










































s0 arouse the envy of feminine onlookers 
whether Asiatic, American, or European, 
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Everyone goes to’sume temple or other:'} 
Special offerings are presented on this occa- 
sion. Large crowds are gathered together 
‘at the-more sacred shines. Your humble 
servant joined one of them. ‘The oppor- 
tunity of witnessing for myself the religious 
pecularities of the people was too valuable 
tobe lust. My cicerone was a gentlemen 
whim 1 found to be better than the must 
elaborate guide-book. A forty years’ re- 
sidence in Chiva aud « fine habit of kuow- 
ing how to use his eyes qualified my friend 
for-his task. Leaving behind us the various 
Settleinen's, we passed through one of the 
gates into the city. It was a strange 
change.» What a contrast! At our backs 
were clean streets and broad roads, good 
houses and handsome churches, whereas 
front of us were narrow ways'aud muddy 
Janes, rickety abodes and tawdry temples. 
‘As av the odvurs~-vas it not Albert Smith 
who said such smart things about the mani- 
fold and monstrous smells of Cologne? 
But I venture ty say that neither Cologne 
nor any other city in Eure wateh 
Shangliai_for_ its atcocious and ubiquitous 
stinks, Forgive the word, gentle res 
it is tho ouly adequate one, all others are 
far and away too wild. I bless my stars 
that it is cold weather. What the visitor's 
nostrils would endure in summer is alarm- 
ing to contemplate. 

Above the gates are battlements on which 
fare mounted a couple of exunon, A little 
house is near fur the eoldiers on’ guard. 
But it is by mere compliment that they | 
can be called soldiers, Their. unifurin 
reminds one of the costumes worn on the 
atage of a country Ueatre ata fair, As to

Another was a most sicken- 
ing object, he had vo nose, no eyes, and a 
fearfully distorted face. Je were 80 
hideously deformed or maimed that they 
could not staud but lay on the ill-paved, 
filthy ground. Grey-haired, lean, shiver: 
ing old people and the children, almost 
bubes, swelled the ghastly gathering. 

We make our way onward. Nor easily: the 
whole population seems abroad, ‘The place 
reminds one of an English fair or wake. 
Streot-hawkers, crying out lustily, exhibit 
their wares on a bonrd slung in’ front of 
them, Cures and ornaments, toys and 
sweetmeats, temp: adults and children 
to get rid Of their cash. Here and there 
we meet missionaries selling Christian books 
or giving away tracts. It is pleasant to see 
other faves than yellow ones, and we greet 
their owners with good wishes. Auuse 
ments are, tov, quite tl e order of the day ; 
yonder is a concourse arouud « genius 
who is performing with a porcupine aud a 
couple of monkeys, another is experiment- 
ing with @ pair of pigeons, a third has 
provided a number of benches on which 
sit an attentive audience listening to a 
tale which he is relating to them. It isa 
far call from blind Homer, singing his own 
imm tal lines in ancient Chivs, to a 
“heathen Chinee” telling a story in the 
nineteenth century.

At length we reach the main temple. Tt 
is situated ina large court. Around this are 
galleries to accommodate spectators: when 
theatrical repeesentations take place. The 
quadrangle is so crowded that we can 
hardly get along. A motley muttitude, and 
no mistake. Detachments: of the afore- 
named begging: fraternity ; merchants, 
tradesmen, aud magistrates, costly in garb 
and long in. pigtail; children with big, 
wondering eyes; women in theit brightest 
culours ; vendors of papers and sticks to be 
used in. worship—all these beset us on 
every side. In a less frequented coruer we 
noticed three promising youths diligently 
engaged in pitch and toss. This, observe, 
under the very shadow of the temple. I 
recalled the caustic ld proverb, “The 
nearer the church the further from God.” 

The scene inside the temple was really 
impressive. Once beheld, it cannot be for- 
gotten, A throng was prostrate before the 
princip:l image, ‘The said idol represented 
the god of the city or, as the ancients would 
say, the twelary deity. On theie knees 
the worshippers went, clasping their hands, 
lifting them up and down, and making 

pund bows. Some were more demon- 
especially women. Women never 
ngs by halves, do they? “In for a 
penny, in for » pound” is their maxim. 
‘Those to whom L vow refer hit their heads 
repeatedly on the pavement, What did 
you say, sir? “There must have been 
very hollow sound ?” “Nay, that is a bit too 
bad. Don’t be too sarcastic, 

A row of thick red candles is flaming 
before the Juss sticks,” that is, 
god sticks, slips of fragrant wood, are lit 
and presented before it. A more ‘singular 
practice is that of offering and_ burning 
pieces of paper covered with s 
something like it. This is regarded a 
sembling money and is actually believed to 
reach the god in the shape of emoke which 
is transformed into cash. Would you ever 
have imagined that poople would be so 
foolish as to think thist It. seems tov 
absurd to be true, does it not f 

We did not stay Jong here. The clouds 
of smoke from the lighted papers half 
choked one and the burning incense made 
one’s eyes smart. We visited other apart- 
ments. One contained a figure of the God 
dess of Meroy. She is very popular. 
Who can wonder? Imperfectly developed 
though men’s consciences may be, all more 
or less feel their need of merey, do they 
not? As it is in Christian, so is it in 
Pagan lands, We are on a common level. 
But the image of the goddess was as silly as 
the worst fue of heathenism could wish. A 
more inine, weak, simpering face I never 
saw. It was partly concealed by an abortive 
attempt at ornament in the shape of a veil 
dotted with coloured beads. We also saiw 
a marine deity, “the god of the sea.” 
Sailors worship it. From the ceiling are 
suspended two well executed models of 
junks. They were votive offerings. I thought 
bf the scraps of classic lore which I gleaned 
at school. The religious usages of the 
Greeks and the Romans came to mind, 
History repeats itself. Destiny awards to 
the human race only a limited uumber of 
ideas’ which must be worked up over and 
over again. Originality is tare ; most things 
ace simply new editions. 

Was there no bright side amidst all this 
darkness? To be sure there was. There 
always is if we have but the candour and 
the charity to look for it.

RELIEF WORK AT 'TIEN'TSIN. 

A private letter from a member of the 
Relief Committee, dated Tientsin, February 
14th, gives the f lowing information :-— 

“There is wuch suffering all around us, 
L have personally visited wany thousands 
cf hooves, and have given relief, - fers 
are very few cases of death from starcation 
Dut the mass are reduced to great straits ; 
many of these can get a small portion of 
kaoliang and bran, whilst the majority ean 
only get x little of this to mix with beiled 
chatf, Fortanately they have been avle to 
keep their clothes, Eust of the river there 
is yrv at gcarcity of fuel ; westis better inthis 
respect. |The fod took thy crops aay and 
what stock the people hud is sadly reduced, 
and yet there are several months before 
harvest, We have had a cold winter and 
the poor of course have felt it keenly. 

“Yesterday Iund another member cf the 
Committee were out and had a bard day : 
the whole thing is trying. We drop down 
suddenly upon a group of villages and 
obtain « list of the poor—generally the 
official list or a revised copy—and proceed 
to visit every house. A week ago to-day I 

5 li away und visited about 600 
families and was benighted on the ice for a 
time. ‘There are always a number of poor 
women whose names are not down upon 
the list, and it is dificult to relieve them, 
To these poor creatures 95 or 30 cents may 
mean dear life. They seize hold of one’s 
hes and cling like limpets, and there is, 
hing for it but to tear one’s self awa 
‘The village elders as xrule are quite unable 
to keep order. When you get clear of the 
village a score will follow to the next, and 
at the end of « few li five or ten faithful 
followers remain, to whom you cau give ® 
ticket and be free. 

“We have still Tis, 600 to distribute. 
Alas, the number of distributors is small ! 
We began with a lot and it is fuishing 
with tie two of us. We feel the need of 
getting the momey into the hands of the 
poor, and shall be glad when the above 
sum is used up. 

“What the Government ought todo and 
what they actually have done differ as 
ou know. This is what, they have don 
‘ckets were issued for four distributions 
of 250 cash and 3 or 5 pints of grain to 
begin from September last. ‘Three lots of 
cash and grain have been distributed, not 
to every adult but reckoning six persons 
as threc.

Both Municipalities the French, and 
the Anglo-American, publish at the end of 

















every year a pamphlet reporting the receipts | Be, 


aud expenditure during the year fur the 
information of the ratepayers who supply 
the funds out of which the Municipal 
expenses are defriyed. 

1 comparing the British report with the 
French, one is struck by the difference of 
the views taken in the two Settlements of 
two things,—Sanitation, and Education, — 
a8 objects on which the public inoney may 
be spent. On these two points the Muni- 
cipal government of the British, or Anglo- 
‘American Settlement, holds ideas widely at 
variance with those which are held by the 
administrators of the French, 

The French Municipal Council, recog- 
nising the great importance of a constant 
supply of good water to the people living 
under its administration, pays the Water- 
works Coupany a fixed suin every year for 
that purpose, and gives water to the peo- 
ple for nothing. Every man and child in 
the French Settlement can take »s much 
clean water to drink orto wash with as 
they need ; but at the same tine the pulice 
keep a good watch to see that no one living 
outside of the French Settlement steals 
the water which is meant exclusively for 
the people inside of it, and they arrest any 
pemen whom they find carrying it away. 
in the British Settlement, on the other 
hand, with water laid down in all directions: 
with & profusion far surpassing that of the 
other Settlement, everybody who wants 
clean water,—i.e. everybudy,—must buy 
it himself from the Waterworks Com- 
pany. 

‘The French Municipal Council, recognis- 
ing the necessity of education for the peo- 
ple living under its administration, has a 
FAB (Ta-hiioh-t'any), » school in which 
they educate the children free of charge. 
Scholars have their own or their parents’ 
choice whether they shall stady Western 
or Oriental subjects. Every year there is 
an examination ; Chinese and foreign 
officials are invited to witness the results of 
thé scholars’ progressin edu \d prizes 
aro given to the mort deserving to encourage 
all. The Taotai annually contributes to the 
inaiutensnce of this excellent institution, 
whose objects and working he greatly ad- 
mires. ‘The children are being equipped 
for their journey through life in whatever 
honourabie walk they may select. They are 
receiving a trainiug which will enable 
them to become goud law-vbeying men, 
instead of being left to the education of 
the gutter, and put in the way to enterin 
on the over-stucked profession of the thief. 
Even making allowance for the much larger 
population of the Euglish settlement, the 
uumber of uncared-for children in it who 
are growing up roughs and thieves is dis- 

roportionately greater than in the French. 
When these children grow up, many of 
them are likely to become habitual crimi- 
nals, instead of useful members of society, 
to the great damaye of the rest of the com- 
munity both native and foreign. 

Te is svmetimes said. that owing to the 
much Jarger number of children in the 
English Settlement, it would not be enough 
to ftave one school like the French, but 
‘several schools would-be required, aud that 
the Muuicipal funds are unequal to such a 

































































But if there are more children to 
, there are also necessarily, more 
people who pay taxes; and it cannot but 
be possible to ecouomise enough on some 
of the items of the large expenditure of the 
British Municipality, to supply sufficient 
Funds for such a purpose xs educating the 
children living in the Settlement, and 
training them up into being useful men 
and uot pests of svciety. Expenditure 
on_ such objects pays a uianifuld return, 
before very many years, to these who are 
far-sighted enough to adopt it. About

After « heavy thunderstorm many old 
debts are paid up and many old enemies 
are reconciled, What the law could 
effect, the Thunder God accomplishes with 
few loud roars, Such a belief is certainly 
very useful, 

A woman named Yung, living opposite 
a certain Chinese theatre, has compelled 
her daughter-in-law, notwithstanding the 
entreaty uf neighbours, to commit suicide 
by taking opium, because Mrs. Yang lind 
some suspicion ‘of her daughter-in-law’s 
virtue. ‘The police, however, should make 
an investigation and bring the caso to the 
Mixed Court as, even according to Chinese 
law, no one can be put to death on more 
rumour and suspicion and none but officials 
of the law may mete out the punishment 
of death, which must be sanctioned by the 
Board of Punishmenta and ratified by the

Nich Taotai has received instructions from 
the ‘Tsungli Yamén to receive, welcome 
and entertain H.1H. the Czarevitch with 
the highest honours. The Taotai hears 
that the Czarevitch will be here on the 
6th of the 8rd moon (14th April) and Iv 
set aside Tis. 10,000 for the expens 
of entertaining H.ILH. The coverings, 
painted scaffolding and silk embroidered 
hangings are to be brought from Canton, 
deputies having already been despatched 
to that city for the purpose. 

On the 28th ult, the seals in all the 
yaméns within and without the wall were 
formally opened. 

In the Leucheng district of Kuangsi_ a 
severe conflagration took place at the height 
of a heavy northwest gale. The fire lasted 
all night and till the afternoon of the next 
day. Hundreds.of houses, herds of cattle, 
stores uf provisions and over ten lives were 
lost. The officials are giving temporary 
relief to the sufferers, while H.E. the Go-

‘Two 30-foot 
poles are made to stand in au upright 
position fixed firmly iu the ground parallel 
tu each other. Que hundred and twenty 
bright sharp swords with their keen edges 
upward are tied to the two poles like the 
rungs of a lidder. Some days before the 
ceremonies are to be performed notices 
are freely distributed, aud on the given 
day thousands gather for the sight. A 
young priest, dressed in a fautastic cos 
divances to the fuot of the Indder 

incantations and making passes 
with a knife which he holds in his hand. 
Suddenly he steps onthe sharp edges of the 
swords forming the rungs of the .adder and 
climbs ‘rapidly. As the young priost has 
dure feet, it is a wonder that he cau step 
without being injured on the edges of the 
swords, keen enough to split a hair, When 
he rexches the hight st poiut he deliberately 
sits on a sword aud throws down a rope. 
The sick man’s clothing is tied to this and 
is drawn up to the top. The young priest 





























then shakes the clothing to the winds, 
burns magical sculls and recites in- 
cantations. He calls the name of the 





patient, who is called in such ceremonies 
“Redeem the soul,” After these per- 
formauces the ng in let down and 
the patient dons it. ‘Inking a piece of red 
cloth from his pocket, the young priest 
waves it over his head like a flag, at the 
same time dancing and leaping from one 
pole to the other. He places several sheets 
of paper money on the edges of the swords, 
steps on then), and the sherts fy in all 
directions, cut’ in the centre. He thus 
shows that the weapons are shurp and that 
his position is by no means au enviable 
one. Exhausting himself, at length, he 
descends with all the agility at his com- 
mand. Sometines under such treatment 
the patient manages to recover. 
(Hupao.)

Tis, 2,024 in respect of the partial loss of 

»ped in the Chinese lorcha Zukong, 
whic. wag lost in a typhoon on Oct. 29th 
last when ou « voyage from Shanghai to 
Chinkiang, ‘The vessel was driven ashore 
and became a constructive tatal loss, the 
whole of the goods insured being either 
ost, or so much damaged as to bo practi~ 
cally valueless, OF the: claim Tis, 1,630 
was the amount covered by the risk votes 
issued by defen. ants, and the remainder 
was for salvage expenses meurred by p! 
tiffs at the request as they alleged of the 
defendants, ‘The latter who said they hd 
ho funds in hand to meet the claim declined 
payment, on the ground that the policy 
only instred the goode ngainst *abselute 
total loas.”” ‘This wording had only lately - 
been adopted in the policies on account 

f considerable losses which had beew 

paid in respect of cargo on lorchas. De- 

fendants said they nd instructed their 
compradore to point out to all Ch 
clieuts the changed form of risk noies, 
but plaintidy alleyed that they were not 

made aware and never were aware oF 

any difference between the risk notes in 

question and those which they had been « 
previously accustomed to take out. , Kvid= 

ence was taken xt considerable length on 

the first two days.

‘an extent interested in it that they would 
explain their understa s 
notes according to their own views. Mr, 
Tatlock, although he is employed in th 
defendants’ firm, bas given evidence, from 
which it would appesr that he repeatedly 
told the shreff to explain the. matter 
clearly to the Chinese, and Mr. Tatlock’s 
evidence I am bound to believe, He 
even told two of his customers named 
Ching Chong and Ching Foo that this 
alteration bad been made.

Although the’ conversation between 
defendants’ shroff and Nee Kwong-yuen 
had to be reconstructed from memory, it 
is clear that Mr. Tatlock told his shroff to 
inform the Chinese of the change, and that 
the ehroff did so, and I conclude that the 
Chinese understood the meaniug of th 
clause inserted on the note perfectly well, 
‘The plaintiffs had sufficient opportunity to 
inguire nbout the change in the risk 
notes, and it was their duty to inform 
selves of what the chan; eant. It 
was no part of Mr. Gipperich's duty to 
explain the change to them. With regard 
to the salvage money Lhave come to the con- 
clusion that as Mr. Gipperich has admitted 
the elim to-day it was his duty to pay it 
when it was made, and I decree that he 
pay the plaintiffs Tle, 904.82 with interont 
at 8 per cent, from November 2ud. ‘The 
court caunot go into the question whether 
interest is to be payable from tho nctual 
date of lors of the vessel or from the diy 
of salvage.
